In Los 
Angeles he was out of work for a long time 
and lived for many daye on a few cents a 
day, and slept in cheap lodging houses. He 
refused to write his parents for help, end 
soon, with exposure and poor food, he became 
in. It wae then friends wired Mra. Trout of 
the boy’s less.

Mother Brings Him ome, 

When the mother returned to Chicago 
Ralph came with her, supposedly in good 
health.

AT WORK NEAR WASHINGTON. 


Naval Officials Soon Will Be Able to 
Send Word to Ships in Any Part 
of the World. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 28.—The navy’s 
new wireless station at Arlington, Va.—the 
most powerful plant in the world—tonight 
flung from its lofty aerials the first mes- 
sages which signalized the completion of 
an important step in the building of a globe 
girdling wireless gystem, which will keep 
evety ship of the United States navy and 
every insular possession within instant com- 
muniktation of the capital. 

In the sound prdof operating room, window- 
less and protected by double doors, some of 
the navy’s most experienced operators, di- 
rected by Lieut. Woodworth, sent out the 
first flashed. 

. N-A-X, N-A-X, the call for Colon, 1,785 
miles away, was sent out. At intervals the 
instruments sparked off N-A-R, the call for 
Key West, 975 miles off. The results of the 
test were noted at all stations on the At- 
lantic coast, as well as Key West and Colon 
and reports on the trials will be made tomor- 
row. 

The radius of the new Plant will be about 
3,000 miles. This range, probably the acme 
of wireless operations, will be attained grad- 
nally, and it may be weeks before the big 
plant is tuned up to ite highest efficiency,

Gambling by students was unconsciously 
revealed by one of the cheer leaders who ad- 
dressed the students in chape! on college 
epirit. He argued for support. of the football 
team in defeat as well as victory. He sald 
some students showed such lack of epirit 
that they even bet against their own team. 


This Disloyal Rooter “Stung,” 

The speaker asserted that a student who 
attended the Northwestern-indiana game at 
Bloomington, Ind., hurried to a telegraph 
office at the end of the first quarter, in which 
Indiana had scored seven pointe, and tele- 
graphed his brother in Evanston to bet every 
cent possible against Northwestern. 

Dean Holgate here interrupted the speaker. 

“I dom’t want any such remarks made 
from this platform,“ he said sternly. “ Bet- 
ting is ruining baseball and other sports. It 
is tending to demoralize football. Those 
men who go out on the gridiron strive for the 
glory of their college and some students are 
so small in spirit and so little influenced by 
the traditions of their school that they try to 
make money out of the work of these men. 
It is not right to commercialize athletics.” 


No Evidence, Says Holgate. 

Dean Holgate afterwards said he did not 
believe the practice was prevalent at North- 
western.

Uniess the Turks are able to take the of-

Ald. Fisher reviewed some disastrous fires 
of recent years, among them the Iroquois 
theater and the Triangle shirtwaist factory 
in New York. 

Retrenchment in city expenses, he said, 
hampered prevention work. The prevention 
force must be increased ten fold.

Roehr started suit 
for the recovery of his child, but failed. He 
was given permission by the court to see the 
child each Sunday. 

Yesterday afternoon he spent several hours 
playing’ with the baby and seemed friendly 
toward his former wife. He went home, but 
returned later and demanded to see bis wife. 
The grandfather unswered the door and ie 
fuse? him admittance, 

Roehr then returned in ten minutes with a 
shotgun and as the grandfather went to the 
dairy shed he shot and killed him instantly. 
Mr. Ott and his wife came out of me door 
and Roebhr shot them also. 


Long Search for Wite. 

Then he entered the house in search of his 
wife. She had heard him and had taken her 
baby and hidden in a chimney cupboard, 
where she stayed for over three hours. Short- 
ly. after 9 o’clock she slipped out and gave 
the alarm to neighbors. 

Posses were organized to hunt for Roehr 
and early today his body was found hanging 
to a tree in the woods a quarter of a mile 
from the scene of the tragedy. He hadcom- 
mitted suicide by hanging. 

The only witness to the tragedy was the 4 
| year old adopted son of Ott, who, after the 
shooting, went upstairs and hid under a 
bed, where he was found hours later.

He could not print it, because he was 
afraid to have before his readers the truth, 
which so seldom appears in his paper that 
people even doubt the weather report when 
they read it. 

The averege wage of most men in Chi- 
cago is hardly $480 a year. Most women 
get less than $480 a year, and you know as 
honest men you canmot spend $490 honestly 
in three days inspecting hospitals, You can 
buy wine and women and joy rides, but you 
cannot give honest service.

SYDNEY.—" I do not pretend that we have 
devised a bill which will achieve the millen- 
fum. 1 want te give a warning to trade 
unionists, as well as to employers, that the 


se of industrial arbitration is limited. 


There are only certain things it can qo. It 
is not a devive to bring about a fair and quit - 
able distribution of wealth: it is not a pro- 
posal to reconstruct society. It is merely a 
detinite offer to the workers of this com- 
munity to abandon a method of industrial | * 
warfare which they have used in the past in 
favor of a method which we believé will 
give them better results and which will save 
the community from the distress, nconveni- 
ence and loss that it has suffered from in- 
dustrial unrest. 

“It only aims at two things—first, at pro- 
viding A better way of settling industrial 
@sputes; and, second, at à full and final rec- 
ognition of the right of the individual in 
every calling to a reasonable standard of 
comfort. The wider iasues that concern 
economists and those who look to greater 
changes in society are not covered by this 
bill. 


Offered as a Step Forward. 

“oe put it before the country beliéving it is 
@ step forward, that it is an improvement 
on the existing act, that it will give the 
ployés better results than they. have 
in the past, that it will give the employers 
better results, that the machinery of the 
court will be more even and effective and that 
its decisions will be more rapidly arrived at, 
that the inequalities and difficulties which 
have arisen from time to time will de elim- 
inated.” 

Perhaps you think these above words were 
spoken years ago, when a panacea was pro- 
posed for settling strife between labor and 
capital. No feature of Australasian legis- 
lation could have been more widely heralded 
or have recelved more flattering atténtion 
than that known collectively as wages boards 
and arbitration and conciilation courts. 


Long Refused to Meet. 

In Australia at least, according to Mr. 
“Spence employers would seldom agree to 
meet the workmen. . Hence industrial dis- 
putes became bitterer; each side was confi- 
dent of the justice of its cause, was confident 
‘that it would win in the long run. 

But the area and the interests involved in 

ne strike of 1800 forced the whole 
question of industrial organization into the 
foreground of consciousness. Every effort

forced to the Conclusion that some tribunal 1

I have made scientific 
cooking a study and. know the food value of 
every article and condiment I use. Fruits 
and vegetables are plentifully used in their 
‘season, scientifically prepared in almost end- 
less combinations, with the result that meat 
has almost eliminated itself, We are not, 
strictly. speaking, vegetarians, as we occasion- 
ally buy meat from the cheaper cuts, for 
which I as carefully study the food combina- 
tion as I do in the vegetable and fruit prep- 
arations. We do not care for pastry, as we 
prefer our fruits, ete., untrimmed with greasy, 
soggy, indigestible dough. The result is, we 
live well and cheaply, as our friends will. all 
testify from their practical experience at our 
table, and a doctor has not been inside our door 
for more than ten * aay except socially. Neither 
are we patrons of patent medicines. There 
was a time when I fried sirloin, cooked soggy 
potatoes, boiled cabbage, greasy pies 
and indigestible cakes, but—never again! - I 
know what it is to live, and only wish my. suf- 
fering, struggling sisters would go and do like- 
wise.

“Most all of us eat far too much meat, and 
we, of course, demand the best. A tenderloin 
steak at $1.50 served has less units of strength 
giving force than a can of baked beans at a 
dime, but we must have the steak. Why? 

“The cheap cuts of meat properly pre- 
pared are nutritious and as much or more 
sustaining as the 30 cent per pound cuts, 
but we must have the latter on our table. 
Why? Is it not true that pride and keeping 
up a show have a large influence on our 
eating expense? 

“Corn bread is palatable, nutritious and in- 
expensive. Our forefathers lived on parched 
corn alone. Who eats cornbread now? Mighty 
few. Why? Simply a matter of pride again. 
Pride plus waste plus carelessness equals 
high cost of living. Common sense plus 
care in cooking and thought in buying equals 
low cost of living.

Organize Consumers’ Club. 


“One way to reduce the high cost of living 
is to organize consumers’ clubs of say five or? 
ten families in each club who will buy with 
cash in large quantities and directly from the 
producer when possible. In this way families 
living in small flats with little or no store- 
room may have the advantage of wholesale 
burying. 

A box of soap may be purchased and di- 
vided among the club members according to 
their needs. From some dealers 100 pounds of 
sugar comes subdivided into twenty pound 
sacks; breakfast foods should be bought by the 
dozen packages, as should numerous other 
articles. People living in Chicago should get 
in touch with some farmer or grocer in any 
small town within a radius of sixty or seventy 
miles of Chicago and have him send eggs and 
butter directly to some member of the club. 
It costs 36 cents to send a crate holding either 
twenty-four or thirty dozen eggs, and 15 cents 
for the return of the empty crate. In the fall 
before the eggs get scarce it is well to pack 
them for winter by placing in a jar and pour- 
ing over them the following solution: One 
pint of liquid glass and ten pints of water. If 
fresh when packed they will keep till late in 
the spring in a cool place. 

“There are numerous ways in which this co- 
operative buying may be carried out to ad- 
vantage and a neat sum realized by each mem- 
ber of the club at the end of the year.
